It has already been said that the Wash. 


inctoD monument is the highest struc- 
ture over erected by human hands. Tho 
tower of Babel is supposed to have been 
CCS feet high, but as the building of that 
structure occurred over 4,COO years ago> 
oad all thinjs pertaining to it, are in- 
volved in great obscurity, there is 
no reasonable certainty regarding its 
height. The corruption of traditions, the 
mutilation of manuscripts and the decay 
of matter, throw much uncertainty about 
he tovrer ol Babel. 


The corner stone o.f the Washington 


monument was laid .on tho 4th ot July^ 
1848. 
Work went on steadily unr.il 1S04 


when 
the 
shaft 
had 
reached

feet, 
and 
the 


then exhausted, ana several times con- 
expeuditurs of S300.000. The funds were 
gress refused to make the necessary ap- 
propriations to complete tho work.

Tho cost of tho monument up to 


the present time has been 81,138,710. Of 
this.amount, congress has appropriated 
all bat §300,000, tho latter sum being 
raised by tbe monument society. 


The monument is 555 feet 5K inches 


high, and is 55 feet ]>< inches square at 
the base, and 34 feet 5>< inctes square ut 
the top. The apex is 05 feet high, 
the top being crowned with a piece of 
aluminum, very much of tlio color of the 
granite out of which, the monument is 
built, and tho sweeping of generations 
will not change its whiteness. The thick- 
ness ot tho wall at the bottom is fitteenf eot, 
at the top eighteen inches. The founda- 
tion is a little over 100 feet square and 30 
feet deep below the surface. 
The total 


weight of tho monument, including the 
foundation, is 81,120 tons.

If a corn crib coets S30, it must have 


beon an old fashioned rail crib with a 
hay roof, for a good board crib with a 
Wiigon siied attached, as they build them 
out west, would cost more money, and 
then I don't see ho iv » rail crib could 
cost so much unless there was corn in it 
that went with the crib, and I can hardly 
understand what a man would want to 
buy a corn crib for atiy way.
